Earthquake Destroys 
1500 Houses in Japan 


Tokyo May 8 UP)—A police survey 
disclosed today that 1,500 dwellings 
were destroyed or damaged and at 
least 19 persons were killed by 
earthquakes and ensuing fire and 
floods in villages 300 miles north 
ut Tokyo Monday. 
The number of missing persons

Children’* Home Work 


AMONG FOREMOST EDUCATORS the de­ 
sirability of abolishing home work requirements
